NEW YOBK, September 14 —The follow-
ing reports hav: been received from the
leading mining ce-ter- of the West:

Tucsos— ~ o Sever Bell deal is at last
closed. R. o Cleary has been employed as
Buperintendent of the property, and he left
for the mines to-day with a lorce of ten
miners 1o start up work, Mr. Cleary wll
push work wigorousiy on the mines, and
from time to time increase the foree s de-
wvelopment work permits. Pima county is
to be congratulated upon the success-
ful ending of this trade, as it will
surely be a forerunner of prosperous times
among our mines. The Euglish company
which bas bought this property is composed
of very strong capitalists. The sdvance in
the price of silver bas caused increased
sctivity in every mining district in Arizona,
and in some places work bas been doubled
and even trebled. New machinery has
been bought, new mills are being erected,
and the outloock for the future is gquite
bright. Although Tombstone district has
g0 far mwade- ve outward demon-
strations of mining activity, yet it
is & pleasing fact that matiers are
guietly getiing into shape for the resomp-
tion of the work in the futore. It will not
be agrand hurrah, but a slow, steady growth
of the miniog industry and an ioccrease io
the output of ore that will lift the present
gloom Irom off the disk and make Tomb-
stone a thriving aud busy city. The great
Bonanza mine in the Harqua Hala distriet
was discovered some two yearsago by & man
named Suollivan and two others who
were interested in the find with
him. Although {abulous prices were
offered for their mine they refused to sell
until the excitement of the strike kad all
died out, and then turned it over for a small
price compared with the fignres before of-
jered and refused. Hubbard, Gray and
Bowers were the prineipsl purchasers and
still own the property. The property has
been idle for some time, but at last Mr.

room for in the mine and incressing the
foree as fast a8 room can be made. Several
Jarge excavations have been mude, both
tunpels snd shinfis, 1o the depth of 70 feet or
100 feet, in what appears to be almost
entirely an nnbroken massof richore. It
will probablo take Mr. Hubbard six months
driving tunnels and shafis before he will be

prospectors who are flocking in from the
surrounding conntry, all eager to locate a
claim upon the bonanza térritory. The
Leadville Hergld-Democrat savs ol the
wonderful inerease in the output for last
wonth, that “while in the report of the daily
output for July we predicted that the
amount of ore shipped in August would
reatly exceed the fgures then given, it was
ardly expected that the increase wounld be
as great as it is. The amount shipped in
that month gave 1,651 tons per day, which
was au increase of 70 tons over that of the
previous month. August, bowever, comes
to the front with 1,763 was per day, an in-
crease of nearly 200 tons of ore each day
over the month of Juls. The smelters
treated 16,250 tons of ore, producing 1,250
tons of bullion.™
Due to the Advaoce in Sliver.
Snver Crrv.—A nomber of large
mining trapsactions haye been made in
Mexico within the past jew weeks, The
mines sold have pesrly all been silver
mines and the purchasers are mostly Ameri-
cans. This incressed asctivity is due en-
tirely to the advanced price of silyer.
American investors seem to have confidence
that the price of silver will be maintained,
while owners of Mexican mives, who have
been soxions to sell for some time, are
only two glad to gel #he price
they ok for their mines withount
speculating on the probable course of the
silver market in the future. There are
wany very rich mines in Mexico, and the
total amount of precious metals produced
yearly would be very much inc were
it ot for the fact that wost of the mining
districts are remote from railrosd communi-
estion, and consequently only the very rich
mines ean be worked. Mr. A. H. More-
head, ot this place, who hns just returned
from an extended trip in Mexico, bronght
back several specimens of very rich silver
ore, one o which would compare favorabl
with the ore taken from the Black Haw
mines in this county or the
Lake Valley mine in Sierra county.
The mine from which this specimen came
isin Durango, 40 miles from railroad com-
munieation. Experts who have examined
the mine report that there are $3,300,000
worth of ore in sight. This so completely
overshadows any mine in this territory that
the very best of them suffers by comparison.
The Georgetown silver mines, which have
been worked for msny vears, where more
than 30 miles of undergronnd workings ean
be shown, huve produced altogether less than
half the smount iu sight in the great mine
in Durango. This mine iz one of the best
in Mexico, and is one of the few mines
where rich ore is found in large guantities

THE GRANT

An Accurate Description of the Accepted
Memorial,

NEw YORK, September 14 —The ne-
companying cut gives a very sccurste idea
of the muin portion of the design of Archi-
tect John H. Duncan, which has been ac-
cepted by the Grant Memorial Association,
for the monument to be erected to the Gen-

eral’s memory in Riverside Park. The
monument will have a square base, 100x100
feet ut the ground line exelusive of sleps,
and of the projection of the portico in front
aod the npse at the rear. The total height
will be 160 feet from the base line. From
the center of the memorial hall floor to the
base of the dome is 100 feet. The supports
of the dome sre four arches, under three of
which sre galleries which are reached by
twe eirenlar stairways, The outer gallery
on the dome will be 130 feet above the
ground, and will afford s view of
the surrounding country for miles.
The pyramidal dome is surmounted with
a group of statuary., The lower part of
the structure is of the Dorie order, and the
upper of the Jonie. The dome is supported
on the interior by pendentives. They will
be ornnwented with figure subjeots formed
of marble mosaic that will indicate the
special viotories of Gen. Grant in the war,
Above the pendentives are 13 openings into
an inoper gallery, and in the panels above
them will be placed the sealsof the 13
original States, and directly over disks with J

the names and emblems of all the Siatas in
the Union. Above these will rise the coffered
dome, The pt will be made of white
and will be resched by
rear stairways, and protected from intra-
sion. Places are designed in it for the dis-
play of banners, relics and personal sonvenirs
of Grant.

The arran t of the interior is some-
thing like the tomb of Napoleon in the In-
valides. The crypt, bowever, is in an apse,
leaving the memorial hall, which is the
main room on the floor, free for patriotic or
civic gatherings. At the end of the ball is
a rostram for speakers, and from there the
entire ball and interior of the monument
can be seen. All the openings for light and
ventilation in the monument are either per-
forations of the stonework or are filled with
metal grills, protected from the elements
and provided with arrangements for drawing
off water which might drip in. No glass is
used. Directly in front of the main en-
trance to the monument is an equestrian
statue of Grant. Over the entrance in front
are four equestrian siatues representing
Generals who were on Grant's staff. The
whole mooument, built of granite or mar-
ble, and exclusive of the bronze work,
statuary and frieze work, will cost §500,000.
The lower portion is designed so that it will
look complete withous the top, and it will
cost §150,000. The architeet submitted a
design of that, showing how it wonld look
alone. The cut represents the portion of the
E}ond'lmell to be built with the amount on

men report very rich ore and great
exposed beds rising from 100 to 200 feet
above the surrounding country and in vast
quantities, Analysists of this city who
have tested the ore say that it runs us high
as 68 per cent metsllic irop, and is below
the Bessemer limit in phosphorus.
